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THE  MOST  DISTINGUISHED  ORDER  OF  SAINT  MICHAEL 

AND  SAINT  GEORGE. 

This  Order  of  Knighthood  was  founded  in  1818  by  King  George  III  after  the 
Ionian  Islands  had  become  a  British  protectorate.  It  was  originally  intended  to  be 
conferred  on  prominent  Ionian  islanders,  people  of  Malta  and  other  British  subjects 
holding  high  positions  or  commands  in  the  Mediterranean  area.  It  is  now  conferred 
for  diplomatic  or  other  meritorious  civil  or  military  services  rendered  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  Order  consists  of  three  classes:  not  more  than  100  Knights  Grand  Cross 
(G.C.ALG.),  335  Knights  Commanders  (K.C.M.G.)  and  1330  Companions  (C.M.G.), 
exclusive  of  honorary  members.  The  Sovereign  is  the  head  of  the  Order  and  the 
officers  are  the  Grand  Master,  the  Prelate,  Chancellor,  Secretary,  King  of  Arms, 
Registrar  and  Gentlemen  Usher  of  the  Blue  Rod.  In  precedence  this  Order  follows 
the  Order  of  the  Star  of  India.  The  motto  of  the  Order  is  auspicium  melioris  a.v i 
(Token  of  a  better  age). 

The  insignia  of  the  Knights  Grand  Cross  consists  of  the  Mantle  of  Saxe-blue 
satin  lined  with  crimson,  upon  which  is  embroidered  a  star;  a  gold  and  enamel 
Collar  of  lions,  maltese  crosses  and  the  cyphers  sm  and  SG,  in  the  centre  of  which  are 
two  winged  lions  with  crown  above;  a  gold  and  enamel  Badge  consisting  of  a  crowned 
seven-pointed  maltese  cross,  in  the  centre  of  which,  within  the  motto,  is  St.  George 
slaying  the  dragon  on  one  side  and  St.  Michael  trampling  on  Satan  on  the  other;  and 
the  star,  which  has  gold  and  silver  rays  with  a  red  cross  of  St.  George  and  in  the 
centre  a  medallion  of  St.  Michael  surrounded  by  the  motto.  The  Star  of  the  Knights 
Commanders  has  all  the  rays  of  silver.  The  badges  of  the  Knights  Commanders  and 
Companions  are  smaller  than  those  of  the  G.C.M.G.  The  badge,  when  not  worn  with 
the  collar,  is  suspended  from  a  Saxe-blue  riband. 

The  annual  services  of  installation  are  normally  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  on 
St.  George’s  Day. 

The  K.C.A4.G.  badge  and  star  listed  on  p.  351  are  illustrated  on  the  front  cover 
and  Plate  XXVIII. 


TWO  UNPUBLISHED  COINS. 


1.  A  New  Type  for  Stephen. 

The  silver  penny  illustrated  above  is  of  particular  interest  as  it  contains  a  normal  Type  II 
obverse  with  an  irregular  Type  I  reverse:  it  has  a  voided  cross  moline  instead  of  a  plain  cross 
moline.  The  coin  is  said  to  have  been  found  in  a  field  near  Repton,  Derbyshire.  It  weighs 
16.3  grains,  and  the  inscriptions  read: 

Obv.  +  STIEFNE  R.  (  +  N)  ICAR  ON  DVDLE : 

The  first  letter  of  the  reverse  inscription  is  weak,  but  it  appears  to  be  “  N  ”  or  possibly  “  z  ” 
on  its  back  and,  if  the  latter,  perhaps  the  name  sigar  is  intended.  A  moneyer  Sigar  was 
working  at  London  during  the  reign  of  Henry  I,  types  III  to  XIV,  and  at  Southwark  Sigar  is 
known  to  have  struck  type  I  of  Stephen.  The  mint  “  dvdle  ”  is  completely  new.  As  the 
first  letter  is  badly  formed  the  name  could  equally  well  be  “  pvdle.”  It  is  tempting  to  suggest 
that  Dudley  in  Worcestershire  may  have  been  the  place  of  issue.  This  is  some  forty  miles 
from  Repton  and  according  to  Ekwall  the  name  of  this  place  is  rendered  as  Dudelei  in  Dooms¬ 
day  Book,  Duddele  in  the  Assize  Rolls  for  1221  and  Doddeley  in  the  Close  Rolls  of  1274;  but 
to  suggest  a  new  mint  on  the  evidence  of  a  single  irregular  coin  would  be  extremely  unwise. 
It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  reverse  die  is  the  product  of  a  local  workshop  and  the  reverse 
inscription  is  purposely  blundered  and  therefore  meaningless. 

The  voided  cross  reverse  is  similar  to  that  used  on  the  series  of  irregular  Type  I  variety 
coins  of  Stephen  which  read  sanson  on  ant,  etc.  (B.Ai.C.  pi.  lviii,  nos.  7  and  8).  In 
common  with  these  coins  this  new  piece  is  of  light  weight,  16.3  grains  compared  with  the 
average  21-22  grains  of  the  regular  coins  of  types  I  and  II.  The  “  Sanson  on  Ant  ”  coins 
recorded  by  Brooke  weigh  16.7,  17.4,  17.3,  16.2,  16.0,  and  14.0  grains.  One  coin  attributed 
to  Henry  of  Anjou  (B.AI.C.,  pi.  lxi,  no.  10)  also  has  the  same  type  of  reverse  and  was  probably 
struck  at  Gloucester  by  the  moneyer  Radewulf.  Henry’s  coins  are  also  of  light  weight,  mostly 
around  16  grains. 

2.  A  New  Farthing  of  Edward  IV. 

In  a  paper  entitled  “  The  Coinages  of  Edward  IV  and  Henry  VI  (Restored)  ”  by  C.  E. 
Blunt  and  the  late  C.  A.  Whitton  (Brit.  Num.  Journ.,  XXV,  1945-6),  a  reference  is  made  to 
farthings  of  Edward’s  light  coinage: 

“  Of  the  light  silver  the  farthing  is  the  only  piece  missing.  Although  it  was  specifically 
ordered  by  the  indenture  of  1465,  and  the  account  of  the  pyx  already  referred  to  shows 
that  the  farthing  was  not  only  ordered  but  was  actually  struck,  no  authenticated  specimen 
is  known  to  have  survived  in  spite  of  various  attempts  to  identify  one.  This  is  the 
more  curious  since  halfpence,  though  scarce,  are  for  the  most  part  not  unduly  rare.” 

The  only  two  farthings  of  Edward  IV  known  to  Blunt  and  Whitton  were  the  heavy  coinage 
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farthings,  one  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  other  at  the  FitzWilliam  Museum,  Cambridge, 
which  have  a  lis  on  the  king’s  neck,  a  pellet  either  side  of  the  crown,  and  the  inscription 
Edward  rex  ANGLIE.  The  farthing  illustrated  above  (enlarged  to  3  times  its  diameter),  makes 
the  third  coin  of  this  denomination  known  for  the  reign.  There  are  no  marks  by  the  king’s 
head  and  the  inscription  reads: — 

Obv.  (ed)ward  di  gra  r(ex)  R.  c(ivi/tas/l)on/don 

This  coin  weighs  3  grains  and  this  poses  the  question  whether  or  not  this  is  the  missing 
denomination  of  the  light  coinage  silver.  The  two  heavy  coinage  farthings  noted  above  weigh 
3.0  and  3.6  grains  respectively.  The  standard  should  be  3.75  grains  for  the  heavy  coinage  and 
3.0  grains  for  the  light  coinage.  The  difference  is  so  small  that  it  is  not  possible  to  allocate 
this  coin  to  the  light  coinage  on  the  evidence  of  weight  alone,  particularly  as  one  of  the  “  heavy  ” 
farthings  also  weighs  3  grains. 

The  title  di  gra  rex  is  found  on  some  of  the  heavy  coinage  halfpennies  of  class  III  that  have 
no  marks  by  the  king’s  bust,  and  a  similar  inscription  is  found  on  some  of  the  light  coinage 
halfpennies.  Normally  the  mint-mark  would  be  the  obvious  means  of  determining  to  which 
coinage  this  piece  should  be  assigned — unfortunately  the  mint-mark  is  quite  illegible.  Though 
this  coin  may  well  be  a  farthing  of  the  light  coinage  we  may  have  to  wait  until  another  specimen 
turns  up  before  we  can  positively  identify  this  as  the  missing  denomination. — P.  J.  S. 


THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Chapter  XVI  :  The  Coming  of  the  Gold  Standard. 

Various  measures  were  adopted  to  safeguard  the  coin  against  being  reduced  to 
the  deplorable  condition  obtaining  before  the  recoinage.  The  legal  standard  of 
silver  plate  was  raised  from  1 1  oz.  2  dwt.  i.e.  92.5,  the  fineness  of  the  silver  coin, 
to  11  oz.  10  dwt.  i.e.  95.83  to  discourage  the  conversion  of  coin  into  vessels  of  silver 
or  other  manufactured  plate;  further,  to  the  end  that  the  silver  coin  “  may  not  relapse 
into  the  same  evil  from  which  it  hath  been  so  lately  delivered  with  great  difficulty 
and  hazard,  and  that  counterfeit  and  unlawfully  diminished  money,  which  already 
begins  to  increase,  may  be  defaced  and  destroyed  ”  an  Act  was  passed  which  made 
it  lawful  for  any  person  to  cut,  break  or  deface  any  silver  coin  which  might  be 
tendered  to  him  and  which  was  diminished  otherwise  than  by  reasonable  wearing 
or  which  appeared  to  be  counterfeit.  By  September  1698,  however,  the  attention 
of  the  House  of  Commons  had  been  called  to  the  fact  that  large  quantities  of  gold 
were  being  imported  into  the  country  and  that  the  silver  coin  was  disappearing. 
This  was  attributed  to  the  guinea  being  rated  too  high  at  22/-  whereby  gold  was 
given  a  higher  ratio  to  silver  in  England  than  obtained  on  the  Continent.  On  14th 
February,  1699,  the  Officers  of  the  Revenue  were  instructed  to  receive  the  guinea 
at  21/6  which  accordingly  became  the  general  price.  About  £500,000  in  gold 
had  been  brought  to  the  mint  during  1698  but  following  the  revaluation  of  the  guinea 
the  amounts  in  1699  and  1700  fell  to  a  little  over  £140,000  and  £120,000  respectively. 
About  this  time  large  quantities  of  French  louis  d’or  and  Spanish  pistoles  had 
insinuated  themselves  into  the  trading  circles  of  the  country  and  were  circulating 
at  17/6  each.  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  then  Master  of  the  mint,  explained  to  the  Treasury 
that  compared  with  the  guinea  at  21/6  the  gold  value  of  these  foreign  coins  was 
17/-  only.  A  Proclamation  was  issued  reducing  the  currency  value  of  these  coins 
accordingly,  a  measure  which  resulted  in  such  vast  quantities  of  them  being  brought 
to  the  mint  for  recoinage  that  £1,400,000  in  English  gold  coins  were  issued  in 
exchange  in  little  over  a  twelvemonth. 

The  silver  coins,  however,  continued  to  disappear  and  in  1701  and  1702  Newton 
submitted  reports  on  the  value  of  gold  in  proportion  to  silver  in  several  parts  of 
Europe,  proposals  for  the  preservation  of  the  coin,  and  proposals  for  “  preserving 
and  encreasing  the  silver  coin  of  this  Kingdom.”  He  showed  that  “  Gold  is  there¬ 
fore  at  too  high  a  rate  in  England  by  about  lOd,  or  12d.  in  the  Guinea.  And  this 
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tending  to  the  decrease  of  the  silver  coyn  we  humbly  conceive  that  one  way  of 
preserving  this  coyn  is  to  lower  the  price  of  Gold  suppose  by  taking  6d,  9d,  or  12d, 
from  the  price  of  the  Guinea  so  as  that  Gold  may  be  of  the  same  value  in  England 
as  in  the  neighbouring  parts  of  Europe.”  The  outbreak  of  war  with  France  and 
Spain  in  1702  postponed  further  discussion  of  the  matter  for  gold  ceased  to  flow 
in  any  quantity  during  the  next  ten  years.  After  the  conclusion  of  peace  in  1713 
the  influx  of  gold  began  again  in  larger  quantities  than  ever  so  that  during  the  next 
three  years  over  four  million  pounds  worth  were  minted.  From  the  year  1699, 
when  the  general  recoinage  was  completed,  to  the  end  of  the  year  1717  the  coinage 
of  gold  had  amounted  to  over  eight  million  pounds  in  value  but  during  the  same 
period  only  about  £675,000  in  silver  coin  had  been  minted.  Of  this  latter  sum 
over  £320,000  were  ancient  Scottish  silver  coins,  or  foreign  coins  permitted  to  be 
current  in  Scotland  before  the  Union,  which  were  recoined  at  the  Edinburgh  mint 
into  coins  of  the  English  standard,  by  virtue  of  the  Treaty  of  Union.  For  this  ^ 
coinage  puncheons  and  dies  bearing  the  mint-mark  e  were  supplied  from  London  ^ 
and  a  few  moneyers  were  also  sent  as  overseers.  Coining  commenced  in  1707  and 
the  whole  operation  was  completed  early  in  1709.  To  ensure  that  the  coins  struck 
at  the  Edinburgh  mint  were  uniform  with  those  struck  in  London  Dr.  David  Gregory, 
Professor  of  Astronomy  at  Gaford,  Richard  Morgan,  Clerk  to  Sir  Isaac  Newton, 
and  three  of  the  Moneyer’s  Company  were  sent  to  oversee  the  operations  at  the 
Northern  mint.  Coinage  punches  and  dies  bearing  the  mint-mark  E  were  also 
supplied  from  London,  but  in  limited  quantities  only,  for  the  Mint  Master  at  Edin¬ 
burgh  was  enjoined  not  only  “  to  make  new  Dyes  ”  from  the  puncheons  but  “  also 
to  make  new  puncheons,  and  to  use  them  for  making  Dyes  ”  with  the  proviso  that 
the  result  must  be  “  perfectly  lyke  the  moneys  coyned  in  our  mint  in  the  Tower.” 
Except  for  a  small  quantity  of  silver  coined  later  in  1709  no  further  coinage  was 
issued  from  the  Edinburgh  mint  although  the  mint  remained  in  being  and  the 
officers  and  their  successors  continued  to  receive  their  salaries  until  their  offices 
were  abolished  in  1817.  In  an  attempt  to  remedy  the  shortage  of  silver  coin  the 
mint  was  authorised  to  pay  up  to  2|d.  an  ounce  above  the  mint  price,  for  foreign 
coins  and  foreign  or  British  wrought  plate,  of  or  reduced  to  standard  fineness, 
offered  for  coinage.  In  1 7 1 1  a  similar  offer  was  made  but  with  an  increased  premium 
of  4d.  an  ounce.  In  these  two  years  £78,81 1  and  £76,781  respectively  were  coined, 
practically  the  whole  of  which  was  in  consequence  of  the  inducements  offered. 
During  the  eighteen  years  from  1699  to  1717  therefore  barely  £200,000  in  silver 
coin  apart  from  the  exceptional  coinages  just  mentioned  was  issued  from  the  mint 
and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  this  amount  included  the  bullion  taken  from  the  M 
Spanish  Galleons  seized  in  Vigo  Bay  in  1703  and  the  small  but  regular  annual  ™ 
supplies  from  the  Welsh  mines,  it  is  probable  that  practically  no  silver  was  brought 
freely  to  the  mint  for  coinage. 

The  lack  of  silver  bullion  for  coinage  and  the  disappearance  of  silver  from  cir¬ 
culation  was,  of  course,  due  to  the  mint  price  of  5/2  an  ounce  being  below  the  market 
price.  Between  1713  and  1718  the  price  of  silver  bullion  varied  between  5/3 
and  5/6  an  ounce  and  the  ratio  of  gold  to  silver  was  between  14  and  15  to  1  as 
compared  with  the  mint  ratio  of  15  J  to  1. 

When  Edward  III  initiated  a  regular  gold  coinage  a  pound  of  fine  gold  was 
valued  at  about  12  J  pounds  of  fine  silver.  The  gold  was  thought  to  be  overvalued 
and  the  ratio  was  reduced  to  about  11  to  1.  During  the  next  250  years  the  ratio 
varied  but  little  and  at  the  end  of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign  was  still  only  about  1 1  to  1. 
The  great  influx  of  silver  from  America  during  the  seventeenth  century,  however, 
rapidly  drove  the  ratio  in  England  and  the  neighbouring  countries  up  to  15  to  1. 

At  the  same  time  a  considerable  trade  was  being  developed  by  the  East  India  Company 
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and  by  the  time  of  Charles  II  a  taste  and  fashion  for  the  luxuries  of  the  East  were 
widespread  amongst  the  wealthy  classes.  English  goods,  of  which  woollen  cloth 
was  the  most  important  article  of  export,  were  of  little  use  in  this  trade  and  silver 
was  the  commodity  most  readily  acceptable  in  the  East.  In  Eastern  countries 
where  the  demand  for  silver  was  high  the  ratio  of  gold  to  silver  was  only  9  or  10 
to  one.  Although,  therefore,  silver  was  flowing  into  Europe  as  fast  as  ever,  the  exports 
to  the  East  not  only  arrested  any  further  fall  in  the  relative  value  of  silver  to  gold 
but  also  permitted  silver  to  regain  some  ground.  Sir  Isaac  Newton  in  his  report 
of  25th  September,  1717,  states  “  When  ships  are  lading  for  the  East  Indies,  the 
demand  of  silver  for  exportation  raises  the  price  to  5/6d.  or  5/8d.  per  ounce  or  above.” 

In  this  report  which  deals  with  “  The  state  of  the  Gold  and  Silver  Coin  ”  Newton 
explains  “  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  exportation  of  the  silver  coin  was,  that  a 
guinea,  which  then  passed  for  21/6d.  was  generally  worth  no  more  than  20/8d., 
according  to  the  relative  value  of  gold  to  silver  at  the  market,  though  its  value 
occasionally  varied,  and  it  might  be  worth  something  less,  whenever  there  was  a 
great  demand  for  the  export  of  silver,  particularly  to  the  East  Indies,  and  perhaps 
something  more,  whenever  a  Plate  fleet  was  just  arrived  from  Spanish  America.” 
He  then  suggested  that  6d.  should  be  taken  off  from  the  value  of  the  guinea,  in 
order  to  diminish  the  temptation  to  export  and  melt  down  the  silver  coin;  acknow¬ 
ledging  however  that  lOd.  or  12d.  ought  to  be  taken  from  the  guinea,  in  order  that 
gold  may  bear  the  same  proportion  with  the  silver  money  in  England,  which  it 
ought  to  do  by  the  course  of  trade  and  exchange  in  Europe. 

In  pursuance  of  this  advice  a  Proclamation  was  issued  on  22nd  December,  1717 
lowering  the  value  of  the  guinea  to  21/-  and  other  gold  coins  in  proportion.  The 
Proclamation  expressly  declared  “  that  the  said  respective  Pieces  of  coined  Gold 
shall  be  current  at  the  rates  and  values  then  set  upon  them.”  By  this  injunction 
the  guinea,  and  all  the  other  gold  coins  became  legal  tender,  at  the  rates  therein 
declared.  They  could  no  longer  vary  in  their  value,  according  to  the  relative 
value  of  gold  to  silver  as  they  had  varied  since  1663. 

By  this  time,  however,  the  gold  coins  had  begun  to  take  the  ascendency,  and  to 
become  the  more  usual  instrument  of  commerce  and  measure  of  property,  in  pre¬ 
ference  to  the  silver  coins.  It  is  true  that  wages  could  not  yet  be  paid  in  gold  but  a 
considerable  part  of  production  had  passed  into  the  hands  of  large  capitalists  who, 
unlike  the  small  wrool  growers,  agriculturalists  and  artisans  of  the  Middle  Ages, 
could  use  gold  in  their  dealings  with  the  merchant.  The  guinea  during  reign  of 
Charles  II  had  become  a  popular  and  important  coin.  The  heavy  milled  gold 
pieces  would  be  preferred  wherever  possible  to  the  clipped  and  debased  silver  coins 
which  were  in  circulation  until  the  recoinage  of  1696-1698  and  over  which  there 
must  have  been  constant  wrangling  in  all  business  dealings  and  which  were  liable 
at  any  moment  to  be  called  down  to  bullion  value.  The  collectors  of  taxes  preferred 
the  guinea  to  the  bad  silver  coins  and  the  gold  coins  soon  formed  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  reserves  of  bankers.  Prices,  especially  of  cattle,  had  increased  enor¬ 
mously  so  that  a  horse  which  cost  £2/2/-  in  1550,  wrould  cost  £5/10/-  in  1675 
and  by  1740  would  cost  £10,  while  the  price  of  a  cow  during  the  same  two  periods 
increased  from  16/-  to  £2/17/-  and  then  to  £7/7/-.  Gold  coins  were  therefore 
playing  a  large  part  in  domestic  transactions  also.  The  changeover  from  silver  to 
gold  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  in  the  first  six  years  after  the  Restoration,  four 
times  more  money  was  coined  in  silver  than  in  gold;  in  the  next  14  years  more  gold 
than  silver;  in  the  next  8  years  more  than  three  times  more  gold  than  silver;  and 
in  the  next  13  years  more  than  15  times  more  gold  than  silver. 

Thus  a  combination  of  circumstances  gradually  established  the  gold  standard 
in  England  without  the  intervention  of  any  conscious  or  deliberate  act. 
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Chapter  XVII  :  The  Neglect  of  the  Mint  and  Coinage  during  the  eighteenth 

Century. 

The  reduction  in  the  value  of  the  guinea,  however,  failed  to  affect  the  increasing 
shortage  of  silver  coinage.  So  early  as  January  1718  the  House  of  Lords  was  con¬ 
sidering  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  coinage  and  Lord  Stanhope  explained  that 
the  scarcity  of  silver  was  due  to  (i)  the  increasing  luxury  in  relation  to  silver  plate 
(ii)  the  vast  exports  of  bullion  and  plate  to  the  East  Indies  and  (iii)  the  clandestine 
trade  of  exporting  silver  and  gold  to  and  from  Holland,  Germany  and  other  parts. 
He  proceeded  to  explain  that  the  Customs  returns  for  1717  showed  that  the  East 
India  Company  had  exported  nearly  three  million  ounces  of  silver  during  that  year 
and  as  this  amount  far  exceeded  the  imports  of  bullion  in  that  year  it  was  evident 
that  much  of  it  was  derived  from  the  silver  coin. 

Moreover,  the  price  of  silver  was  higher  after  the  guinea  had  been  lowered  than 
it  w7as  before,  being  5/6  an  ounce  in  April  1718  as  compared  with  5/34  in  April 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  balance  of  trade  was  also  in  favour  of  this  country  so  that  large  quantities 
of  foreign  gold  and  silver  coin  were  imported  but,  while  little  of  the  gold  was  re¬ 
exported,  all  the  silver,  in  addition  to  bullion  obtained  from  the  silver  coin,  was 
exported  in  consequence  of  the  mint  price  of  5/2  an  ounce  being  too  low.  Thus, 
during  the  five  years  from  December  1722  to  December  1727  490,805  ounces  of 
gold  and  14,316,424  ounces  of  silver  were  exported  in  foreign  coin,  and  39,377 
ounces  of  gold  and  1,076,046  ounces  of  silver  in  the  form  of  bullion.  Yet  during 
the  same  period  468,000  ounces  of  gold  was  coined  at  the  mint  while  the  amount 
of  silver  was  only  100,000  ozs.,  apart  from  a  special  importation  in  1723  by  the 
South  Sea  Company. 

From  1699,  when  the  great  recoinage  was  completed,  to  1760,  the  end  of  the 
reign  of  George  II,  only  £1,200,000  of  silver  coin  was  issued  and  of  this  £320,000 
comprised  the  recoinage  of  old  Scottish  money  at  the  Edinburgh  mint  and  £440,000 
was  coined  in  the  four  years  1709,  1711,  1723  and  1745  when  importations  of  a 
special  nature  were  brought  into  the  mint.  During  the  same  period  the  coin  was 
being  melted  up  and  sold  as  bullion,  the  crowns  and  half  crowns  being  specially 
selected  for  this  purpose.  One  writer  in  1742  states  that  “  Crowns  and  Half-Crowns 
are  rarely  to  be  met  with  and  those  that  do  appear  are  generally  a  little  deficient  in 
Weight.  The  weighty  ones  have  been  cull’d  out,”  and  Leake  records  in  1745 
“  The  Half-Crowns  are  not  so  bad,  but  then  they  are  not  so  common;  the  latter 
ones,  since  King  William,  being  most  of  them  melted  or  transported;  and  Crowns 
seemed  to  have  answered  no  other  end;  they  disappear  as  soon  as  coin’d.”  Ruding 
reports  that  by  1760  “  The  Crown  pieces  had  almost  wholly  disappeared,  though 
there  had  been  coined,  at  the  general  recoinage  in  the  reign  of  King  William  III, 
and  occasionally  afterwards,  a  number  that  amounted  in  value  to  £1,553,057.  The 
Half  Crowns  which  remained,  and  which  were  to  a  certain  degree  defaced  and 
impaired,  were  by  no  means  adequate  in  number  to  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  intended.  Of  these  had  been  coined,  during  the  same  period,  to  the  value 
of  £2,329,370.” 

In  an  attempt  to  meet  the  shortage  of  crown  pieces  gold  quarter  guineas  were 
coined  in  1718  but  these  were  unpopular  owing  to  their  diminutive  size  and  only 
some  390,000  were  issued. 

Although  all  the  old  hammered  silver  coins  had  been  called  in  or  demonetized 
a  great  deal  of  the  hammered  gold  coins  of  James  I,  Charles  I  and  Charles  II  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  current  under  the  name  of  Broad  Pieces,  writh  their  halves  and  quarters. 
Most  of  these  were  so  diminished  by  wearing,  clipping  and  filing  that  they  were 
frequently  refused,  and,  to  remedy  this  inconvenience,  a  Proclamation  was  issued 
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on  21st  February  1733  forbidding  their  circulation  as  coins.  Collectors  and  Receivers 
of  the  Revenue  and  the  Officers  of  the  mint  were  authorised  to  receive  them  by 
weight,  for  the  space  of  one  year,  at  the  rate  of  £4/1/-  per  ounce  troy.  From  the 
15,482  pounds  of  these  coins  paid  in,  the  mint  coined  £723,416  of  guineas  and  half 
guineas. 

Since  the  tin  halfpennies  and  farthings  were  issued  in  the  last  year  of  the  reign 
of  Charles  II  the  token  coinage  had  fallen  into  a  bad  condition.  The  tin  coins  were 
counterfeited  in  large  numbers  and  in  response  to  many  petitions  they  were  super¬ 
seded  in  1694  by  halfpence  and.  farthings  in  copper.  These  coins  were  made  under 
a  patent  granted  first  to  Andrew  Corbet  and,  in  1694,  to  Sir  John  Heme  and  others, 
one  of  the  terms  of  which  was  that  the  patentees  were  to  exchange  £200  a  week 
of  tin  halfpence  and  farthings  for  copper  halfpence  and  farthings.  In  1698  com¬ 
plaints  were  made  of  the  glut  of  these  copper  coins  and  as  the  result  the  patent, 
which  had  been  granted  for  seven  years,  was  suspended  by  the  House  of  Commons 
for  a  period  of  a  year  from  the  24th  June.  The  patent  expired  in  1701  and  no 
further  copper  coins  were  struck  until  1718  when,  the  scarcity  of  small  money 
being  the  cause  of  much  inconvenience,  the  mint  assumed  the  copper  coinage  and 
during  the  next  seven  years  issued  copper  halfpence  and  farthings  to  the  value  of 
£30,288  17s  2d.  Further  coinages  of  copper  money  were  undertaken  by  the  mint 
between  the  years  1729  and  1754  when,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  counterfeiting, 
nearly  one  half  of  the  copper  coin  in  circulation  being  then  counterfeit,  further 
coinages  were  suspended.  Counterfeiting  of  copper  money  was  not  high  treason 
but  only  a  misdemeanour  but  in  1742  it  was  made  punishable  by  two  years’  imprison¬ 
ment.  This  measure,  however,  was  ineffectual  as  the  practice  of  counterfeiting 
had  become  widespread,  large  quantities  of  copper  blanks  being  made  at  Birming¬ 
ham  and  other  places  and  despatched  to  coiners,  who  stamped  them  and  sold  them 
to  wholesalers  at  about  fifty  per  cent  of  their  face  value. 

The  condition  of  the  currency  was  such  that  silver  coins  were  scarce  because 
they  contained  too  much  silver  while  copper  coins  were  in  excess  because  they  con¬ 
tained  much  less  than  their  face  value  of  metal  and  were  not  sufficiently  well  struck 
to  prevent  their  being  copied  by  the  counterfeiter.  No  remedy  for  these  evils 
appears  to  have  been  offered  and  the  silver  and  copper  coinage  was  allowed  to  sink 
into  a  still  worse  condition  of  neglect.  The  crowns  and  half  crowns,  as  already 
stated,  had  largely  disappeared;  the  shillings  had  by  this  time,  1760,  lost  every 
mark  of  impression,  whether  of  head,  or  of  reverse,  inscription  or  graining  at  the 
edges  and  were  deficient  to  the  extent  of  one-sixth  of  their  original  weight.  The 
sixpences  were  in  a  worse  state  and  their  deficiency  in  weight  was  at  least  a  fourth. 
During  the  next  forty  years  shillings  were  coined  on  three  occasions  only  viz.  in 
1763  when  £100  only  was  struck,  in  1787  and  in  1798,  when  the  coins  struck  were 
subsequently  melted  down  without  being  issued,  and  sixpences  were  struck  in  1787 
only,  and  the  total  of  silver  coinage  issued  amounted  to  the  insignificant  sum  of 
£63,983  15s  5d.  The  copper  coinage  was  marked  by  a  similar  neglect  for  during 
the  43  years  following  the  suspension  of  issues  in  1754  halfpennies  and  farthings 
were  limited  to  the  years  1770  to  1775. 

A  decline  in  the  state  of  the  gold  currency  was  also  becoming  apparent.  No 
provision  had  been  made  for  the  withdrawal  and  recoinage  of  light  coin  and  the  Act 
of  1698,  which  provided  that  any  one  to  whom  deficient  silver  was  tendered  might 
deface  it,  did  not  apply  to  gold  and  was  ignored  in  any  case.  The  price  of  standard 
gold  was  sometimes  higher  than  the  mint  price  and  in  consequence  the  new  coins 
were  melted  down  or  exported  as  soon  as  they  were  issued.  By  the  year  1773 
the  whole  of  the  gold  coinage  in  circulation  was  appreciably  lighter  than  the  standard 
weight  and  an  Act  was  passed  making  it  lawful  for  any  person  to  whom  gold  coins 
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were  tendered  to  cut  or  deface  them  if  they  were  below  certain  weights  specified 
according  to  the  date  of  issue.  Orders  were  given  to  all  revenue  officers  to  cut, 
break  or  deface  all  gold  coins  tendered  to  them,  which  were  more  deficient  in  weight 
than  that  prescribed.  Gold  coin  so  defaced  was  purchased  by  the  Bank  of  England 
at  £3  17s  10 id.  an  ounce.  In  the  following  year  a  further  Act  was  passed  for 
calling  in  and  recoining  the  remainder  of  the  light  gold  coin.  The  recoinage 
occupied  the  mint  for  three  years  and  produced  in  new  coins  £16,598,266  in  addition 
to  £3,848,736  from  gold  ingots  sent  in  by  the  Bank  of  England.  The  Act  which 
provided  for  the  recoinage  made  it  a  definite  duty,  under  penalty,  of  every  one  to 
cut  or  deface  gold  coins  tendered  to  them  which  were  lighter  than  the  least  weight 
allowed  to  be  current. 

The  current  weights  of  both  gold  and  silver  coins  being  now  established  by 
Statute  the  mint  was  required  to  make  and  retain  standard  weights  of  all  the  gold 
and  silver  coins  and  to  supply  duplicates  of  these  weights  to  an  officer,  appointed  ^ 
by  the  king  and  paid  from  mint  funds,  to  whom  all  weights  used  for  weighing  coins  w 
were  to  be  submitted  for  test  and,  if  correct,  were  to  be  marked  by  him  with  an 
imperial  crown  as  approved  by  the  Master  of  the  mint.  Mr.  John  Whitehurst  was 
the  first  officer  appointed  for  this  purpose,  his  office  being  opened  on  22nd  January 
1775  at  4  Bolt  Court,  Fleet  Street. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  1774  (14  Geo.  Ill,  c.  42)  the  importation  of  old  silver  coins 
of  the  Realm,  or  coins  purporting  to  be  such,  was  prohibited.  It  was  further  enacted 
that  silver  coin  should  only  be  legal  tender  by  tale  up  to  £25,  above  which  it  was  to 
pass  by  weight  at  the  rate  of  five  shillings  and  two  pence  an  ounce.  The  door  was 
thus  partly  closed  against  any  return  of  the  silver  standard. 

The  neglect  of  the  coinage  during  the  eighteenth  century  resulted  in  the  mint 
being  largely  or  entirely  inactive  from  time  to  time  and  the  moneyers,  being  paid  by 
piecework,  received  little  or  no  payment.  A  similar  position  had  arisen  shortly 
before  the  great  recoinage  of  silver  in  1696  when,  in  response  to  a  petition,  the 
Treasury  had  ordered  the  Master  to  pay  to  each  of  the  fellow-money ers  (then  13 
in  number)  a  yearly  allowance  of  £30  each  “  until  such  time  as  our  Mint  shall  be 
in  work.”  Similar  expedients  were  adopted  subsequently  until  by  the  indenture 
of  1748  a  permanent  arrangement  was  made  under  which  an  allowance  of  £40  a 
year  was  paid  to  each  moneyer  whenever  the  coinage  in  any  one  year  did  not  amount 
to  £500,000. 

The  management  of  the  mint  during  this  century  had  also  undergone  a  change, 
since  the  Master  of  the  mint  ceased  to  be  a  permanent  officer,  having  personal  ^ 
knowledge  of  the  process  of  minting,  and  became  a  political  appointee,  quitting  his  W 
office  with  every  change  of  the  Ministry.  As  noted  previously,  the  Master  received 
a  salary  of  £500  but,  in  addition,  he  received  the  difference  between  the  minting 
charge  and  that  paid  to  the  moneyers,  as  the  fee  for  melting  the  gold  and  silver 
into  standard  bars.  The  practice  had  now  been  established  of  melting  by  deputy 
on  a  sub-contract  at  a  lower  rate,  the  difference  between  the  rate  assigned  to  the 
Master  by  his  indenture  and  that  assigned  by  him  to  his  deputy  or  melter  being 
reserved  by  him  under  the  title  of  “  The  Master’s  Fee.”  This  fee  was  often  many 
times  greater  than  the  salary,  as,  for  instance,  in  1782  when  the  Master’s  salary  and 
profits  amounted  to  £5,652  13s  Id  while  on  occasions  of  a  recoinage  a  substantial 
fortune  was  amassed.  Thus  the  master  and  worker  at  the  time  of  the  recoinage 
of  gold  in  1774  gained  by  his  mastership  £70,669. 

Moreover,  the  master,  warden,  comptroller  and  other  senior  officers  had  now 
been  provided  with  deputies  who,  in  fact,  conducted  the  business  of  the  mint,  so 
that  the  authors  of  a  report  on  the  mint  in  1782  were  constrained  to  observe  “  The

principals,  therefore,  do  not  appear  in  any  respect  material  to  the  establishment  in 
the  way  it  has  gone  on,  except  only  in  receiving  money  at  the  Treasury,  and  paying 
the  same  to  whom  it  is  due,  and  being  the  nominal  contractors  with  the  king  for 
making  the  monies.” 

Other  posts  were  of  a  similar  nature,  as 

“  The  clerk  to  the  warden,  £95.  12.  0.  a  year,  and  the  office-keeper,  £25  a 
year,  are  mere  sinecures,  there  being  no  attendance  or  duty  done. 

The  office  swreeper  at  £10  a  year,  pays  10/-  per  annum  to  a  woman  for  doing 
the  work.” 

Moreover,  of  the  17  official  residences  only  five  were  “  occupied  by  either  the 
principal  or  deputy,  to  whom  they  belong,”  the  remainder  being  let  by  the  absentees 
“  to  indifferent  persons  unconnected  with  the  Mint.” 

The  silver  and  copper  coinage  by  this  time  was  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Apart 
kfrom  £100  in  shillings  struck  in  1763  and  £55,459  in  shillings  and  sixpences  in  1787 
"  no  silver  coinage  had  been  issued  since  1758  except  for  the  small  quantities  of  Maundy 
money.  By  the  mint  indenture  62  shillings  or  124  sixpences  were  coined  from  a 
pound  troy  of  silver.  As  an  experiment  15  pounds  of  shillings  were  taken  promis¬ 
cuously  from  the  heap  at  a  bankers  and  such  was  the  worn  condition  of  the  coins 
that  it  was  found  that  on  the  average  it  required  76  shillings  to  weigh  one  pound. 
A  similar  experiment  with  sixpences  showed  that  190  were  required  to  weigh  one 
pound.  Of  these  coins  it  was  stated  “  many  of  them  were  probably  of  a  composition 
of  base  metal,  but  were  so  difficult  to  distinguish,  and  the  appearance  of  the  real 
ones  (as  they  now  are)  so  easy  to  imitate,  that  many  workmen  of  little  skill  impose 
their  counterfeits  upon  the  public.” 

For  the  halfpennies  and  farthings  the  Master  of  the  mint  was  directed  to  receive 
“fine  British  copper  in  bars  or  fillets,  which,  when  heated  red  hot  will  spread  thin 
under  the  hammer  without  cracking,  and  of  such  thickness  that  47  halfpence  or 
92  farthings  may  make  a  pound  avoirdupoise.”  The  new  coins  were  delivered  in 
small  parcels  to  whomsoever  came  to  the  mint  for  them  and  one  penny  was  allowed 
on  every  seven  pounds  weight  “  for  any  defect  which  may  happen  in  the  tale  from 
the  unequal  sizing  of  the  pieces.”  From  a  ton  of  copper,  coins  to  the  face  value  of 
£214  13s  4d  were  made  and  after  deducting  the  cost  of  the  metal,  £121  6s  8d, 
and  the  charges  for  manufacture,  £44  6s  8d,  a  profit  of  £49  accrued  to  the  Exchequer. 

To  the  counterfeiter,  therefore,  the  copper  coinage  offered  a  profitable  subject 
for  his  skill  and  the  authors  of  the  Report  of  1782  remark  “  the  enormous  degree  to 
which  counterfeiting  has  increased  is  too  obvious  to  need  illustration,  and  the 
I  present  laws  are  found  ineffectual  to  remedy  it.  The  profits  are  so  great,  from  the 
money  being  made  J  lighter,  and  of  a  worse  material  than  good  money,  that  the 
makers  sell  28s.  to  30s.  to  32s.  worth  in  tale  for  a  guinea,  which  enables  it  to  be 
circulated  to  the  farthest  parts  of  the  kingdom,  with  profit  to  the  undertakers.” 
Moreover,  as  the  total  amount  of  copper  coined  at  the  mint  during  the  previous 
39  years  had  amounted  only  to  £43,137  in  halfpennies  and  £3,317  in  farthings  the 
counterfeit  coins  served  to  meet  the  shortage  of  fractional  money  and  were  there¬ 
fore  readily  put  into  circulation.  In  1784  provincial  coins  and  tradesmen’s  tokens 
began  to  re-appear  and  increased  rapidly. 

By  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  therefore  the  mint  had  ceased  to  provide 
any  silver  or  copper  coinage.  The  silver  coins  remaining  in  circulation  were  so 
much  worn  as  to  be  merely  plain  discs  of  metal,  unidentifiable  as  coins  and  con¬ 
sequently  easy  to  counterfeit.  Tests  conducted  at  the  mint  in  1798  showed  that 
shillings  were  deficient  in  weight  to  the  extent  of  24J  per  cent,  and  sixpences  to 
the  extent  of  over  38  per  cent.  Of  the  £12  million  of  milled  silver  coinage  issued 
since  1662  barely  a  quarter  was  estimated  to  remain  in  circulation.  Towards  the 
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end  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  price  of  silver  began  to  fall  so  that  by  1798  it 
became  profitable  to  bring  bullion  to  the  mint  to  be  coined.  The  firm  of  Dorrien 
and  Magens  did  in  fact  bring  silver  to  the  mint  and  had  it  struck  into  shillings  but 
their  issue  was  forbidden.  Gold  had  come  to  be  fairly  well  understood  to  be  the 
basis  of  the  standard  and  the  position  created  by  the  fall  in  the  price  of  silver  was 
now  threatening  to  overthrow  that  standard.  The  Government  accordingly  forbade 
the  issue  of  the  shillings  and  directed  that  they  should  be  melted  up.  At  the  same 
time  an  Act  was  passed  closing  the  mint  to  the  coinage  of  silver  until  such  regu¬ 
lations  could  be  framed  as  should  appear  necessary. 

In  the  meantime,  in  1793,  France  had  declared  war  on  England,  and  a  commercial 
panic  swept  over  the  land,  causing  the  collapse  of  many  of  the  country  banks,  which 
were  all  small  partnerships  or  one  man  concerns  and  had  issued  far  more  notes 
than  their  resources  warranted.  This  was  followed  in  1796  by  threats  of  invasion, 
inducing  farmers  round  the  coast  to  rush  their  grain  and  stocks  to  market,  sell  it  at 
knock-down  prices  and  rush  to  the  banks  to  cash  their  notes.  The  Government 
were  making  enormous  demands  upon  the  Bank  of  England  whose  gold  reserve 
was  draining  away  rapidly.  By  an  Order  in  Council  dated  Sunday  26th  February, 
1797  the  Bank  was  directed  to  suspend  the  issue  of  “  any  cash  in  payment  until  the 
sense  of  Parliament  can  be  taken  on  that  subject  and  the  proper  measures  adopted 
thereupon  for  maintaining  the  means  of  circulation.”  The  effect  of  this  Order 
was  to  stop  the  issue  of  guineas  and  as  five  pounds  was  the  smallest  note  then 
issued  by  the  Bank  the  demand  for  change  greatly  increased.  To  facilitate  matters 
an  Act  was  passed  permitting  the  issue. 

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

Q.  1.  How  do  you  distinguish  between  the  British  and  Bombay  mints  of  the  British  Trade 
Dollars  ?  Are  there  other  varieties  of  this  coin  apart  from  these  two  mints  ? 

A.  1.  Originally  the  British  Trade  Dollars  were  made  at  Calcutta  and  Bombay,  and  these  are 
distinguished  by  having  a  small  incuse  c  or  b  in  the  middle  of  the  centre  prong  of 
Britannia’s  trident.  Some  of  the  later  issues  were  made  at  the  Royal  Mint,  London, 
and  these  have  no  such  distinguishing  features. 

Q.  2.  What  do  the  letters  *  bm  ’  indicate  on  neck  of  King  George  V  and  ‘  HP  ’  on  the  coins 
of  George  VI  ? 

A.  2.  These  are  the  initials  of  the  designers.  During  the  17th  century  the  initials  of  the 
designer  or  master  engraver  were  placed  on  certain  coins.  During  the  nineteenth 
century  this  practice  was  re-instituted.  In  some  instances  the  initials  of  the  mint 
master  has  also  been  included.

DOLLEY,  R.  M.  H.  Some  reflections  on  Hildebrand  Type  A.  of  Aethelred  II 

(Antikvariskt  Arkiv  9).  Stockholm,  1958.  41  pp.,  20  ills,  in  text,  3  maps.  We  can  supply.

The  author  of  this  essay  conducts  a  detailed  investigation  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
issue  of  one  type  Aethelred  II’s  coinage — the  “  small  cross  ”  issue,  designated  as  type  “  A  ” 
by  B.  E.  Hildebrand  ( B.M.C .  type  I).  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  Aethelred’s  coins  of 
this  type  were  struck  during  three  periods,  first  in  979  as  a  continuation  of  the  type  of  his 
predecessor,  Edward  the  Martyr,  then  as  a  brief  ephemeral  issue  in  997,  and  finally  as  a  sub¬ 
stantive  issue — the  final  type  of  reign — from  1009  to  1015  (or  possibly  as  late  as  1017). 
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From  a  study  of  the  different  styles  of  die-cutting  Mr.  Dolley  has  shown  that  it  is  possible 
to  distinguish  not  only  the  three  periods  of  issue,  but  also  the  products  of  a  number  of  die¬ 
cutting  “  schools  ”  of  the  last  issue.  He  has  found  that  mints  issuing  coins  of  these  different 
styles  fall  into  definite  geographical  groups.  Though  these  areas  overlap,  and  most  of  the 
larger  mints  issued  coins  of  more  than  one  style,  sufficient  evidence  has  been  provided  to  show 
that  there  must  have  been  a  considerable  devolution  of  administration  in  the  issue  of  coinage 
in  the  latter  years  of  Aethelred’s  reign.  This  poses  the  question  of  how  far  this  reflects  a 
devolution  of  general  administration,  which  was  no  doubt  made  necessary  by  the  interruption 
of  communications  caused  by  the  ravages  of  the  Danish  fleets  and  armies. 

Mr.  Dolley  has  provided  a  most  useful  list  of  all  the  type  “  A  ”  coins  catalogued  by 
Hildebrand,  divided  into  the  proposed  chronological  and  stylistic  groups. 

It  is  an  interesting  phenomena  that  a  detailed  study  of  “  style,”  which  has  for  many  years 
ibeen  applied  to  ancient  numismatics  with  great  success,  should  only  recently  be  applied  to 
Anglo-Saxon  coins.  This  has  already  resulted  in  a  number  of  new  attributions,  and  we  look 
forward  to  Mr.  Dolley’s  continued  work  in  this  direction. — P.  J.  S.

Until  the  appearance  of  this  reprint,  the  only  alternative  to  the  1915  edition  of  this  book, 
now  very  rare,  was  a  duplicated  type-written  list,  and  therefore  the  reprint  will  be  doubly 
welcome.  Arranged  alphabetically  by  states  and  chronologically  by  rulers,  the  book  is  easy 
of  reference,  and  the  quality  of  the  illustrations  is  good.  As  an  appendix  appears  a  list  of 
mint-marks  and  their  explanation,  and,  which  is  most  useful,  a  valuation  table  in  D.  Marks 
for  each  coin  in  EF  condition. 

Collectors  of  modern  German  coins  will  find  this  a  most  useful  handbook,  although  its 
scope  is  limited,  as  it  only  deals  with  issues  since  1830,  and  then  only  the  larger  denominations.

JAEGER,  Kurt.  Die  neueren  Miinzpragungen  der  deutschen  Staaten  vor 
Einfiihrung  der  Reichswahrung,  part  5,  Bavaria,  1806-1871,  with  the  Grand-duchy  of  Berg 
and  Wurzburg.  Stiff  paper  covers,  8"  X  6",  80  pp.,  tables  and  numerous  illus.  in  letterpress. 
Basel ,  1957,  We  can  supply.  Price  18/6  (+  9d  postage). 

This,  the  fifth  part  of  Jaeger’s  comprehensive  work  on  the  coinage  of  the  German  States 
prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  Imperial  coinage,  follows  the  same  general  pattern  as  the 
earlier  parts.  After  an  introduction  in  which  the  author  mentions  his  chief  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion,  the  work  falls  into  main  sections : — “  The  Copper  and  Silver  coins  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Bavaria  1806-1871  ”  and  “  The  Gold  coins  of  the  Kingdom  of  Bavaria,  1806-1871,”  each 
section  is  arranged  chronologically  by  rulers,  with  biographical  notes,  general  information  on 
the  coinage  and  currency  reforms;  tables  giving  the  number  of  coins  of  each  date  to  be  struck 
and  numerous  illustrations.  The  coins  of  Berg  and  Wurzburg  are  dealt  with  in  appendices. 

Although  Jaeger’s  book  duplicates  the  work  of  Schwalbach  mentioned  above,  it  embraces 
a  much  wider  field,  as  all  denominations  are  included,  and  the  period  covered  is  longer,  as  it 
starts  25  years  earlier.  The  work  is,  therefore,  much  more  useful  to  the  advanced  collector, 
and  Jaeger  is  heartily  to  be  congratulated  on  this  latest  section  of  his  work,  which  maintains 
his  usual  high  standard.  The  book  is  so  easy  of  reference  that  even  collectors  of  this  series 
who  have  no  knowledge  of  German  will  find  it  invaluable. — P.  A.  R. 

RETHY,  L.  Corpus  Nummorum  Hungariae  (German  Text),  introduced  and  translated 
by  Prof.  G.  Probszt.  Cloth,  10£"x7£",  128  pp.,  50  pi.  Graz ,  1958.  We  can  supply.

Prof.  Probszt  has  rendered  a  great  service  to  all  interested  in  medieval  European  numis¬ 
matics  by  his  presentation  of  Rethy’s  original  book,  written  50  years  ago,  which  has  been  out 
of  print  for  many  years,  and  is  now  almost  unobtainable  second-hand.  The  present  publication 
is  essentially  a  free  translation  of  the  Hungarian  text,  and  with  only  a  few  exceptions,  mainly 
where  Rethy  was  in  error,  it  adheres  generally  to  the  original.  Also,  as  Rethy  did  not  use  the 
generally  accepted  heraldic  terminology,  his  descriptions  of  the  blazoning  of  the  shields  have 
been  adjusted. 

After  a  foreword  by  Prof.  Probszt,  he  prefaces  the  main  work  by  a  most  interesting  essay 
on  Hungary  in  the  Middle  Ages,  ending  with  a  family  tree,  a  synonym  glossary  of  place-names 
in  four  languages  and  list  of  abbreviations. 

The  main  corpus  is  divided  into  two  sections:  “  The  coins  of  the  Arpaden  Kings  ”  and 
“  Coins  of  Kings  from  different  Houses.”  Each  is  preceded  by  Rethy’s  original  introduction, 
and  contains  biographical  notes  on  the  kings  and  their  coinage,  each  type  being  described. 
The  illustrations,  which  are  line  blocks,  are  chronologically  arranged  at  the  end. 

The  value  of  this  reprint  cannot  be  over-emphasised,  as  it  is  virtually  the  only  obtainable 
reference  work  on  the  coinage  of  medieval  Hungary. — P.  A.  R.

The  Trial  of  the  Pyx.  Mr.  Heathccat  Amory,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  recently 
called  at  the  Goldsmiths’  Hall  in  one  of  his  lesser-known  capacities,  as  Master  of  the  Mint, 
when  the  verdicts  were  given  on  the  trials  which  began  in  March  on  the  coins  in  the  Pyx  of 
the  Royal  mint.  This  examination  of  coins  by  a  jury  of  entirely  independent  experts, 
ascertains  that  gold,  silver  and  cupro-nickel  coins  of  Imperial  currency  issued  from  the  mint, 
are  of  proper  weight  and  are  composed  of  metal  of  the  degree  of  fineness  required  by  law. 

This  Trial  of  the  Pyx,  as  it  is  called,  has  origins  dating  back  to  the  year  1248.  It  is  carried 
out  by  the  Goldsmiths’  Company  of  the  City  of  London,  and  since  1870  the  whole  of  the 
proceedings  have  taken  place  at  Goldsmiths’  Hall.  Books  of  record  on  these  proceedings 
date  from  1604.  For  the  first  time  since  1953,  the  jury  this  year  were  concerned  with  some 
gold  sovereigns  specially  coined  at  the  Royal  mint  to  allow  new  craftsmen  to  benefit  from  the 
skill  and  experience  of  older  colleagues  in  producing  gold  coins.  The  jury  also  considered 
silver  coins  of  Her  Majesty’s  Maundy  money  and  the  cupro-nickel  coins  in  daily  use. 

Under  the  mint  Indentures  by  which  Masters  of  the  mint  were  formerly  bound,  and  since 
1870,  under  the  Coinage  Acts,  it  has  been  provided  that  the  officers  of  the  mint  shall  place 
in  the  Pyx — or  Mint  Box — certain  specimen  coins  of  Imperial  currency  issued  from  the  mint. 
For  the  purpose  of  the  trials,  one  coin  out  of  every  2,000  gold  coins  and  a  specified  number — 
about  one  piece  in  every  £198  nominal  value — of  silver  and  of  cupro-nickel  coins  are  placed 
in  the  Pyx  and  produced  by  the  officers  of  the  mint. — Halifax  Weekly  Courier ,  24 th  May. 

An  Early  Roman  Hoard  from  the  City  of  London.  A  find  of  74  silver  Roman  coins 
described  as  “  equal  in  value  to  a  legionary’s  quarterly  pay,”  was  declared  treasure  trove  and 
seized  for  the  Queen  at  an  inquest  at  the  City  Coroner’s  Court.  They  were  found  by  workmen 
excavating  a  building  site  in  Budge-row,  E.C.,  near  Watling-street.  Mr  R.  Merrifield, 
Assistant  Keeper  at  the  City  Museum,  said  the  coins,  which  were  denarii,  dated  from  about 
130  b.c.  to  a.d.  77  and  78.  With  the  exception  of  about  five  Mark  Antony  legionary  coins, 
they  were  pure  silver. 

Mr.  Michael  Procioski,  a  Pole,  of  Francis-street,  Brighton,  said  he  and  other  workmen 
found  the  coins  “  like  a  nest  ”  in  a  shovelful  of  earth.  After  retiring,  the  jury  found  that  the 
coins  had  been  intentionally  hidden. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Thackery,  solicitor  for  the  Corporation  of  London,  said  later  that  under  charter 
the  City  could  apply  to  the  Treasury  for  possession  of  treasure  trove  found  within  its  boundaries. 
Application  would  be  made  in  this  case  and  if  granted  the  coins  would  go  into  Guildhall 
Museum.  The  City,  instead  of  the  Treasury,  would  compensate  the  finder  at  present  value. 
— Islington  Gazette ,  ilthjune. 

Nineteenth  Century  Coinage  in  Australia.  Because  of  the  need  for  “  small  money” 
in  the  Australian  colony,  copper  coin  was  sent  out  from  England  in  the  Porpoise  in  1880.  It 
was  circulated  by  payments  for  grain  and  animal  food  supplied  by  Her  Majesty’s  Stores. 

To  make  sure  everyone  recognised  the  legality  of  the  coins,  Governor  King  issued  a 
proclamation  on  November  19th,  1880,  informing  the  people  they  would  be  issued,  and  giving 
the  following  table  to  show  legal  rates  of  money  exchange: 

Table  of  Specie.  A  guinea  £1/2/-,  a  johanna  £4 /-/-,  a  half  ditto  £2/-/-,  a  ducat  9/6, 
a  gold  mohur  £1/17/6,  a  pagoda  8/-,  a  Spanish  dollar  5/-,  a  rupee  2/6,  a  Dutch  guilder  2/-, 
an  English  shilling  1/1,  a  copper  coin  of  one  ounce  2d. — “  Herald ,”  Melbourne ,  Australia , 
28th  March. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  N.S.  At  the  meeting  held  on 
Wednesday,  May  21st,  R.  A.  G.  Carson  read  a 
paper  on  forgeries  of  bronze  coins  of  Divus 
Nigrinianus,  Julian  in  Pannonia,  Domitius 
Alexander,  Valerius  Valens  and  Martinian. 
The  types  of  coins  which  have  been  forged 
were  described  and  illustrated  and  the  criteria 
which  distinguished  these  forgeries  from 
genuine  coins  were  discussed.  From  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  evidence  relating  to  the  choice 
of  types  to  be  forged  and  the  history  of  the 
appearance  of  the  forgeries,  it  was  concluded 
that  they  were  produced  in  Geneva  from  early 
in  the  present  century  up  till  the  1930’s. 

Special  consideration  was  given  to  the 


coinage  of  Valerius  Valens.  In  addition  to  the 
“  Geneva  ”  forgeries  of  his  coins,  another 
group  of  forgeries  made  in  Italy  at  the  end  of 
the  19th  century  was  identified.  Scepticism 
was  expressed  as  to  the  authenticity  of  the 
only  two  further  coins  of  Valens,  in  Paris  and 
Berlin,  and  to  the  validity  of  coin  evidence 
for  Valens  as  an  Augustus. 

Mr.  Albert  Baldwin  exhibited  a  forged 
bronze  coin  of  Martinian. 

British  N.S.  At  the  meeting  of  the  society 
held  on  27th  May,  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  and  Miss 
J.  Ingold  read  a  joint  paper  on  the  Hiberno- 
Norse  coinage  of  Ireland.  After  surveying 
some  of  their  researches  into  hoards  of  these 
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coins,  they  described  the  probable  sequence 
of  the  principal  types  of  these  eleventh  and 
twelfth  century  issues,  based  on  their  occurrence 
in  these  hoards.  They  pointed  out  that  their 
chronology  agreed  well  with  the  results  of 
other  workers  who  have  independently 
approached  the  problem  from  a  different  angle. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  The  12th  Annual 

General  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
16th  June,  and  from  the  reports  of  the  officers 
it  was  learned  that  there  were  slight  increases 
in  both  membership  and  the  average  atten¬ 
dance  of  members  present  at  meetings.  The 
financial  position  was  also  considerably  im¬ 
proved  and  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  every 
subscription  for  the  season  had  been  paid.  It 
is  hoped  to  devote  part  of  the  increased 
balance  of  money  in  hand  to  the  enlargement 
of  the  library  in  the  future. 

Officers  for  the  new  season  were  elected  as 
follows:  President,  J.  G.  Pollard;  Vice- 
President,  A.  A.  Purves;  Hon.  Secretary,  K. 
A.  Jacob;  Hon.  Treasurer,  A.  L.  Craig- 
Jeffreys;  Hon.  Librarian,  H.  J.  Cox;  Com¬ 
mittee,  C.  W.  Bassett,  F.  C.  Free  and  F.  Snow. 

Following  discussion  on  plans  for  the  new 
season  and  other  matters,  the  remainder  of 
the  evening  was  devoted  to  a  light  hearted 
quiz  which  had  been  arranged  by  Mr.  Purves. 
The  company  was  divided  into  two  teams,  and 
in  spite  of  a  quick  lead  gained  by  the  “  ob¬ 
verses,”  the  “  reverses  ”  caught  up  steadily 
and  the  quiz  resulted  in  a  draw  with  both 
teams  gaining  44  marks.  From  the  quiz,  a 
considerable  amount  of  interest  and  knowledge 
had  been  obtained,  and  in  addition,  a  large 
amount  of  laughter,  and  it  was  agreed  unani¬ 
mously  that  a  further  session  should  be 
arranged  for  next  season. 

Orders,  Decorations  &  Medals  Research 
Society  of  Great  Britain.  In  spite  of  the 
bus  strike,  twenty  one  members  attended  the 
May  meeting  of  the  society  to  hear  Mr.  Tozer 
speak  of  the  permanent  collection.  It  is 
intended  that  this  collection  shall,  in  time, 
contain  specimens  of  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  ribbons  of  orders,  decorations  and  medals 
of  the  world  and  so  become  a  readily  available 
means  of  reference.  Mr.  Tozer  said  he  started 
with  about  1500  specimens;  some  mounted  on 
cards;  some  in  envelopes;  some  just  loose.  A 
process  of  weeding  out  reduced  these  to  some 
1200  but  these  have  now  grown  again  to  about 
2000.  These  he  is  gradually  mounting  in  the 
manner  decided  on  and  he  brought  a  loose 
leaved  folder  containing  sheets  of  British 
ribbons.  Everybody  was  very  much  impressed 
by  the  enormous  amount  of  work  Mr.  Tozer 
has  put  in  and  by  the  magnificent  result  he 
has  already  achieved.  Mr.  Tozer  would  like 
it  known  that  he  is  still  in  want  of  ribbons, 
even  some  of  the  commoner  ones  he  has  are 
not  perfect.  There  was  no  auction  this 
meeting  and  after  a  few  remarks  by  G.  W. 


Harris  on  collective  V.C.’s,  members  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  exchange  specimens  and  have  the 
usual  “  natter.” 

The  committee  regret  that  they  have  found  it 
necessary  to  increase  the  subscription  to  15/-. 

Wessex  N.S.  The  meeting  of  the  society, 
held  on  June  6th,  was  a  “  Medal  Evening,” 
given  by  B.  Castle.  His  subject,  “  English 
War  Medals,”  dealt  with  the  early  awards  in 
the  Armada  Medals  instituted  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  I.  These  were  believed  to  have 
been  presented  to  high  ranking  officials  or 
those  closely  connected  with  the  Court.  In 
his  survey  of  these  early  awards,  Mr.  Castle 
gave  a  descriptive  commentary  embracing  a 
period  up  to  the  Glorious  First  of  June,  1794. 
Many  examples  of  medallic  history  and  art 
were  exhibited,  and  the  society  appreciated 
all  the  facts  that  Mr.  Castle  had  obtained  to 
make  the  subject  so  interesting.  A  further  talk 
on  19th  Century  War  Medals  will  be  given 
during  the  next  session. 

Yorkshire  N.S.  The  Society’s  June 
meeting  was  favoured  with  a  visit  from  Sir 
Lionel  Thompson,  C.B.E.,  former  Deputy 
Master  and  Comptroller  of  the  Royal  Mint, 
who  presented  a  paper  entitled  “  Coin  Designs 
and  Minting  Processes.” 

He  stated  that  the  artist  can  no  longer  supply 
the  number  of  dies  which  are  required  for  the 
mass  production  of  coins,  and  that  this  has  led 
to  the  replacement  of  the  engraver  by 
mechanical  reproductions  of  plaster  models. 
The  contemporary  artist  models  his  design  in 
wax,  which  is  then  reproduced  in  plaster, 
before  an  electrotype  is  made.  The  design  is 
then  reduced  mechanically  to  the  desired  size, 
forming  the  Reduction  Punch.  This  is  driven 
into  the  matrix  and  the  matrix  itself  is  used  to 
produce  the  Working  Punch,  from  which  the 
dies  are  made.  Sir  Lionel  stated  that  many 
eminent  numismatists  criticise  this  method 
because  the  designs  are  all  drawn  to  a  standard 
size  regardless  of  the  denomination  for  which 
they  are  intended  and  because  they  consider 
the  coins  themselves  inferior  to  those  produced 
from  engraved  dies.  Sir  Lionel  defended 
modelling  on  the  grounds  of  industrialisation 
and  increased  production  of  coins,  but  ack¬ 
nowledged  that  this  technique  was  unlikely  to 
compare  favourably  with  the  beautifully 
engraved  portraits  of  Simon  and  Roettier. 

The  coin  designer  has  to  consider  a  number 
of  important  points  in  addition  to  the  attrac¬ 
tiveness  of  the  design,  with  which  he  is 
primarily  concerned.  The  coin  itself  must  be 
durable,  that  is  to  say  it  must  be  protected  by 
a  rim  and  the  design  must  be  in  fairly  high 
relief:  it  must  be  difficult  to  counterfeit  and 
the  coins  must  be  distinguishable  from  one 
another.  The  artist  must  also  bear  in  mind 
the  technicalities  of  minting  coins,  as  a  poorly 
designed  coin  can  shorten  the  life  of  the  dies 
or  cause  ghosting.  In  illustration  of  these 
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points  Sir  Lionel  stated  that  the  only  coin  at 
present  produced  in  the  Royal  Mint  without  a 
rim  is  the  Maria  Theresa  Thaler.  Examples 
of  poorly  designed  coins  were  the  George  V 
first  issue  penny  or  “  Ghost  Penny,”  where 
the  outline  of  the  King’s  head  appears  on  the 
Reverse  and  the  1953  Commemorative  Crown 
Piece,  the  dies  for  which  only  produced  an 
average  of  5,000  pieces  instead  of  the  cus¬ 
tomary  82,000. 

Sir  Lionel  then  proceeded  to  describe  the 
evolution  of  minting  machinery  and  stated 
that  many  of  the  mint  craftsmen  prefer  the  old 
screw  press  to  the  modern  machinery.  He 
added,  however,  that  the  screw  press  is  now 
only  used  for  medals,  which  do  not  necessitate 
mass  production. 

In  reply  to  a  question  Sir  Lionel  stated  that 


as  no  proclamation  had  been  issued  authorising 
an  issue  of  coinage  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
bearing  the  name  or  portrait  of  King  Edward 
VIII,  any  specimens  of  the  threepenny  piece 
existing  are  patterns  and  cannot  in  any 
circumstances  be  regarded  as  coins.  Sir 
Lionel  showed  considerable  interest,  however, 
when  G.  W.  Bower  produced  one  of  the 
Edward  VIII  threepenny  pieces  for  exhibition 
at  the  meeting.  Sir  Lionel  stated  that  at  no 
time  had  he  seen  any  patterns  of  coins  of 
Edward  VIII  intended  for  circulation  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

When  a  member  enquired  as  to  when  the 
obverse  dies  of  the  present  United  Kingdom 
coins  are  likely  to  be  changed,  Sir  Lionel 
suggested  that  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  H.M.  the 
Queen  would  probably  be  a  suitable  occasion.
